San Franclsco, Cal, April 2.—The
plan of Hale Holden Wpresident of the
Chicago, Burlington & Quiney railroad,
1o consolidate all railways west of Chi-
vago and the Mississippl river inte
four systems, recently proposed be-
fore the interstate commerce com-
mission, was attacked by Judge Rob-
ert 8. Lovett, chafrman of the Union
Pacific system, at a hearing before
Commissioners Hall and Campbell to-
day on the consolidation plan,

Suen a oonselMdation, Judge Lovett
declared, would create many “un-
natural alliances” and would greatly
strengthen the so.called Hill group of
raflroads, at the same time greatly
weakening the so-called Harriman
group.

With Great Cautjon,

The commission’s tentative
comprising seven instead of four sys-
tems, was characterized by Judge Lov-
it as affording the basis and ground-
work which should be departed from
only with great caution. The Holden
plan grouping the Union Pacific with
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, he
strongly condemned, the witness ex-
plaining that the commission’'s plan
of placing the Chicago & Northwest-
ern with the Unlon Pacific was the
only logical grouping, the Chicago.
Milwaukee & St. Paul being a com
petitor and the Chicago & Northwest
ern a connection and natural ally.

Should the Hill lines merger be ac-
cepted, Judge Lovett gaid a remerger
of the Harriman lines, Union Pacific
and Southern Pacific =hould be au-
thorized to meet the strong combina-
tion which would be effected by the
Gireat Northern, Northern Pacific and
Burlington. The retgution of t he
Central Pacifie by the Southern Pa-

vific with the same conditions im-
posed by the commission in the re-
vent heating s =satisfactory to the

Unilon Paclfie, he sald, as they proteet
with reasonable adequacy the rights
©f the Union Pacific.
